to disguise military entraining and detraining points . Trains 
which were reported to have been dispatched from Frankfurt/Oder, 
Guben, etc. , come almost exclusively from the U.S.S.R. Trains, 
which were reported to have been dispatched from Heimar, Cott- 
bus, Dresden, etc.* may have actually passed through these 
stations , which were only recorded as "stations of departure 
by the railroad district authorities concerned. This may also 
be true of all stations mentioned if they were recorded as re- 
ceiving stations. The stations of Falkenberg and Hlttenberg 
also may he transit stations in the majority of cases. 
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
